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Gangs run 
Oswestry 
cannabis 
factories

ORGANISED CRIMINAL 
gangs are setting up 
cannabis factories in Oswes¬ 
try to grow illegal drugs to 
supply dealers outside of the 
county, detectives said 
today. 

It comes after nearly 
£20,000 of cannabis was 
seized when officers 
swooped on three separate 
drugs factories, including 
two in the town centre. 

One of the cannabis facto¬ 
ries was discovered in a four 
storey building above a car¬ 
pet shop on Cross Street. 

Detectives seized £6,000 
worth of cannabis from the 
commercial premises but 
said there was potential for 
tens of thousands of pounds 
to be grown there if they had 
not swooped when they did. 

A further £10,000 of dried 
cannabis bush was discov¬ 
ered in a separate raid at 
Llynclys, while £2,500 of the 
illegal drug was seized at a 
flat in King Street in Oswes¬ 
try town centre. 

Detective Sergeant Rod 
McNamara, of the Field 
Intelligence Office at Shrop¬ 
shire police, today warned 
people to look out for the 
signs as criminals could be 
working right next door. 

“The use of cannabis has 
gone up significantly in the 
last 10 years and the profit 
margins are huge,” Mr 
McNamara said. 

“We are dealing with 
small growers growing 
cannabis on a commercial 
basis who will use what they 
grow to supply the locals. 

“We also have organised 
criminal groups from out¬ 
side Shropshire who are con¬ 
trolling growing in the 
Oswestry area and Oswestry 
will never see the product of 
that.” 

He warned people “work¬ 
ing” at the cannabis facto¬ 
ries that they would be 
caught and faced substantial 
punishment for being 
involved in the commercial 
growing of cannabis. 

He said people needed to 
look out for the signs of 
cannabis growing. 

Inspector Jim Stafford, of 
Oswestry police, urged peo¬ 
ple in the town to report any 
suspicious activity at resi¬ 
dential or commercial 
premises in the town on tele¬ 
phone number 0300 333 
3000 or Crimestoppers on 
0800 555 111.

FRESH FIGHT FOR 
INS OVER EVANS 


OSWESTRY-BASED football club The New 
Saints are set for a fresh fight with the Welsh 
FA after being ordered to reinstate sacked 
captain Steve Evans. 

Wales international defender Evans had his contract with 
The New Saints terminated last year after appearing at 
Wrexham Magistrates Court on a public order charge, 
described by the club as ‘serious misconduct’. 


Evans successfully 
appealed to the Welsh Pre¬ 
mier League about the deci¬ 
sion and The New Saints 
took the case to appeal. But 
the league again ruled in 
Evans’ favour. 

In the latest twist, the 
club took the case to a Welsh 
Football Association appeal 
panel which again ruled that 
Evans should be reinstated. 

The club’s owner Mike 
Harris confirmed that a new 
appeal had now been lodged 
to an independent arbitra¬ 
tion panel. 

Evans admitted a public 
order offence - including 
urinating in the street - at 
Wrexham Magistrates 
Court, for which he was 
fined £200 with £100 costs. 

Evans, 32, was suspended 
by TNS and stripped of the 
captaincy. He did return to 
action on October 22 but was 
red-carded after 65 minutes 
and received a three-match 
ban from the FAW. 

The club attempted to find 
a resolution to the situation 
by negotiating a compromise 
agreement, the terms of 
which Evans originally 
agreed to undertake. Evans 
decided not to sign the 
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Graham Breeze 


agreement and the club ter¬ 
minated his contract. 

Mr Harris said that he was 
unable to comment in detail 
on the case because of the 
ongoing legal situation. 

“This case is being 
watched very closely,” said 
Mr Harris. “If our appeal 
fails it sets a legal precedent 
that could have serious ram¬ 
ifications for employers and 
staff across the land.” 

The Welsh FA panel has 
told The New Saints that 
Evans was wrongly dis¬ 
missed for what they 
describe as incidents that 
were at the lower end of such 
offences, ordered the club to 
reinstate the player with a 
fine of two weeks wages and 
told the club to pay all costs. 

Evans, a central defender, 
made 192 league appear¬ 
ances for the club over a 10- 
year period. 

He also won seven Welsh 
caps during a two-year spell 
at Wrexham. 

Welsh FA spokesman Ian 
Gwynne Hughes confirmed 
the findings of the hearing.

Welshpool 
dialysis 
unit set to 
open doors 

WELSHPOOL’S LONG- 
AWAITED dialysis unit will 
open next month, health 
bosses have confirmed. 

A temporary unit will 
open at the town’s hospital 
meaning kidney dialysis 
patients in Mid Wales will no 
longer have to travel across 
the border for treatment. 

Campaigners have fought 
for more than a decade for a 
unit, with patients currently 
travelling to Shrewsbury or 
Telford. 

Powys Local Health Board 
said a permanent unit, 
which will provide treat¬ 
ment for up to 48 patients, 
was expected to open in 
2012. 

It said the temporary unit 
would open at The Victoria 
Memorial Hospital. 

Members of the Mont¬ 
gomeryshire committee of 
Powys County Council were 
told the news this week. 

The report was welcomed 
by Councillor Russell 
George, a member of the 
committee, who said: “This 
is great news for dialysis 
patients in the area.” 

The report said: “Subject 
to delivery of dialysis 
machines in mid-March it is 
expected that the seven sta¬ 
tion unit will open in early 
April. Thirteen of the north 
Powys patients will transfer 
from having their dialysis at 
Shrewsbury. 

“Staff have been inter¬ 
viewed and appointed. Extra 
car parking has been pro¬ 
vided as part of the enabling 
works on site. 

“The mobile units which 
comprise the ‘building’ are 
leased for a two-year period 
during which time it is 
expected that the perma¬ 
nent building will become 
operational.” 

It said planning permis¬ 
sion had been granted. 

Floods plan 
put in place 

A £650,000 DEFENCE 
scheme to prevent flooding 
in Welshpool will be 
installed later this year, it 
was revealed this week. 

Plans for the scheme, 
which will see “trash 
screens” fitted in Lledan 
Brook which runs through 
the town and towpath levels 
raised along the Mont¬ 
gomery Canal in three loca¬ 
tions, went on show to the 
public at Welshpool Town 
Hall.

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A WELSHPOOL MAN 
had to be sprayed 
with CS gas as he 
tried to swallow a 
package of heroin 
when he was 
approached by police 
outside his home. 

As police struggled to 
restrain Benjamin Everton, 
the 22-year-old attempted to 
swallow a small sausage¬ 
shaped package, Mold 
Crown Court was yesterday 
told. 

Everton, then of Oldford 
Rise in Welshpool, Powys, 
but now living in Glouces¬ 
ter, admitted possessing 
15.3 grammes of heroin, a 
class A drug, with intent to 
supply. He was jailed for 
three-and-a-half years. 

Judge Niclas Parry said 
that he had brought class A 
drugs to Mid Wales, an area 
scarred by the harm caused 
by such drugs. 

He added the potential for 
profit was not insignificant 
and the case was aggravated 
by the fact that he had been 
previously convicted of sup¬ 
plying class A drugs, had 
been given a chance by a 
court and had blown it. 

“Those who seek to profit 
from class A drugs and make 
them available in Mid Wales 
must understand that they 
will receive substantial cus¬ 
todial sentences when they tence.

Initially he maintained 
that it was for his own use 
but he eventually admitted 
possessing the drug with 
intent to supply. 

Mr Brain Treadwell, 
defending, said that his 
client had moved to a differ¬ 
ent area, had turned his life 
around, and was not taking 
illicit drugs any more. 

He added the intention to 
supply was to friends only, 
and claimed that there was 
exceptional mitigation 
which could allow the court 
to impose a suspended sen-

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Hospital 
changes 
must be 
revised 

THE HEALTH needs of 
expectant mothers and chil¬ 
dren in Mid Wales are being 
ignored by Shropshire 
health chiefs, an MP has 
claimed. 

It comes as figures 
revealed that almost 800 
mothers from Wales gave 
birth at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital in 2008 and 
2009 and more than 1,000 
children from the area had 
overnight stays between 
2008/9 and 2009/10. 

Glyn Davies is campaign¬ 
ing to keep crucial health¬ 
care at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital follow¬ 
ing plans by the Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospital NHS 
Trust for a shake-up of ser¬ 
vices at Shropshire’s two 
main hospitals. 

Under the proposals, 
women and children’s ser¬ 
vices would be relocated from 
Shrewsbury to Telford’s 
Princess Royal Hospital. 

Latest figures obtained by 
Mr Davies show some 407 
babies were born at the RSH 
in 2008 - and 387 in 2009 - 
to mothers living in Wales. 

He said a change would 
mean people in Mid Wales 
adding another half-an-hour 
onto their current hour-long 
journey to get to treatment 
because there was no district 
general hospital in his Mont¬ 
gomeryshire constituency. 

“This emphasises the 
importance of the maternity 
services in Shrewsbury to the 
people of Mid Wales,” he said. 

Adam Cairns, chief execu¬ 
tive of the Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospitals NHS 
Trust, has warned key facil¬ 
ities in Shropshire could be 
lost to bigger hospitals in 
2014, unless changes are 
made.

Oswestry firms counting 
cost of town roadworks

OSWESTRY BUSINESSES say they are counting the cost of major 
roadworks in the town - with trade taking a hammering while streets 
are closed. 

Beatrice Street and Leg Street are closed for roadworks and motorists 
have been facing long delays and diversions. The town is two weeks into 
a six week scheme by Severn Trent to replace ageing water mains and 
frustration is growing for shopkeepers and drivers. 

Eric Roberts & Son Butchers, who have been in Leg Street for 30 years, say 
they have faced huge disruption with deliveries and a loss of trade. 


Opinion is 
split over 
road move 

WELSHPOOL’S CIVIC leaders are hailing 
the town’s new controversial one-way system 
a success - but some traders are not so happy. 

Town Mayor Estelle Bleivas said initial 
problems had now been ironed out and the 
system, which has been heavily criticised by 
motorists and businesses, was now working 
to plan. 

She said once the works had been com¬ 
pleted by the weekend the scheme would be 
working perfectly. 

“I am very pleased that for the last few 
days the one-way system has been working 
spot-on,” said the mayor. 

“There were some problems to begin with 
and people did complain but the work was 
still being completed, but we are nearly there 
now and people’s attitudes are changing. 

“Motorists understand the system now 
and it is wonderful.” 

Falling trade 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson agreed with 
the mayor. “The town is generally running 
well with queues less than before and it will 
get better,” he said. 

But shopkeepers have been complaining of 
falling trade and the Spar supermarket is 
watching its takings carefully after suffering 
a substantial dip in trade. 

Spar area manager Owen Davies said, 
“The roadworks and the nature of the one¬ 
way system has had a detrimental effect on 
the business. Our takings are considerably 
down.” 

And the store is now in consultation with 
staff as fears for job losses grow. 

“We are doing everything possible to avoid 
redundancies. I fear for the town’s traders.” 


“We have schedules imposed on us for deliv¬ 
ery times, but I get 10 deliveries a week and it 
has been a nightmare,” said Eric Roberts. 

“The workmen have been making 
arrangements to allow our suppliers 
through but today it wasn’t possible and dri¬ 
vers were forced to carry heavy supplies 
from 100 yards away. 

“But worst of all our passing trade has 
vanished. There is so much disruption on 
the street that no-one is coming this way. 
Our regulars will still make the effort but 
Wednesday is market day and we have seen 
very few customers.” 

Struggle 

John Hartshorn, from Hartshorn Butch¬ 
ers in Beatrice Street, said it had been a 
struggle to get deliveries to the shop. 

“The deliveries are not allowed down this 
road and have had to come up the wrong 
way,” he said. 

And business at Kirkhams Furniture 
Sales has ground to a halt with Craig 
Kirkham unable to get a vehicle near his 
premises. 

“I took on the business from my father 
and only moved here on January 11 and 
although things started well I have barely 
seen a customer for two weeks. No-one is 
coming down this street and I can’t get 
deliveries in or out,” he said. 

“I have a form from Severn Trent to fill in 
to claim compensation but they want com¬ 
parison figures for the last 12 months which 
in my case isn’t possible. This could destroy 
my business if it lasts much longer.” 

Mel Oakley, manager of Poundstretcher, 
in Bailey Street, said works have stopped 
delivery lorries from using their loading bay. 

“It’s a problem,” she said. “We don’t know 
what to do. We get deliveries three times a 
week but have had to cancel one for six 
weeks because the articulated lorries can’t 
get to the bay. 

“It’s frustrating. We want full stock avail¬ 
ability for customers and with Easter com¬ 
ing up we want to offer the best we can.” 

A spokesperson for Severn Trent said 
they held an exhibition in December to 
inform people about the works and have 
sent a representative to speak to businesses. 

Warning cards were sent to businesses 
before the water was turned off.

Parking 
issue now 
council's 
problem 

ILLEGAL AND problem 
parking in Welshpool is set 
to be tackled by Powys 
County Council. 

The council will take over 
responsibility for the 
enforcement of on-street 
parking and waiting restric¬ 
tions from Dyfed Powys 
Police on April 1. 

Any vehicle found parked 
illegally will be issued with a 
Penalty Charge Notice 
(PCN) by the Civil Parking 
Enforcement (CPE) team. 

Dyfed Powys Police will 
no longer be able to issue 
fines for parking offences, 
other than dangerous park¬ 
ing and obstructions. 

Councillor Geraint Hop¬ 
kins, board member for local 
and environmental services, 
said: “The system aims to 
improve conditions and 
safety of drivers, pedestrians, 
cyclists and people with dis¬ 
abilities, as well as the relia¬ 
bility of public transport.” 

Chief Inspector Peter 
Roderick, of Dyfed Powys 
Police, said: “We fully sup¬ 
port the transfer of parking 
enforcement powers across 
to the council as clearly this 
is the way forward.” 

The PCN will be £50 or 
£70 depending on the seri¬ 
ousness of the contraven¬ 
tion. A discount of 50 per 
cent will apply if the penalty 
is paid within 14 days, reduc¬ 
ing the charge to £25 or £35. 

All revenue from charges 
has to be used by the council 
to fund enforcement and 
administration of the scheme.

In just 14 days the site has attracted 682 
supporters calling on Shropshire Council to 
rethink its scheme. 

The council has decided not to move the 
cafe from the old leisure centre to the new 
site when it opens this summer. 

Instead the council will install vending 
machines and it is understood that four jobs 
will be lost. 

The Facebook campaign was launched by 
Lesley Hughes who said her late severely 
disabled son Daniel McHugh Hughes, loved 
the pool at the current Oswestry Leisure 
Centre as did his younger brother Aaron. 

But she said she would not have spent so 
much time at the centre if there had been no 
cafe, and is so incensed that she has 
launched the Facebook campaign. 

“This cause is to save our much loved 
leisure centre cafe and the jobs of the lovely 
staff that run it,” she said. 

“As a mum using this centre on a regular 
basis, I like many others am appalled that 
the cafe is not being moved and replaced 
with vending machines. Please join our 
cause to keep our cafe open.” 

Miss Hughes is urging people to write to 
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Shropshire Council calling for the cafe to be 
reinstated and for its four staff to retain 
their jobs. 

Daniel was just 10 when he died in 2007. 
He suffered from Patau Syndrome. 

His mother said: “He loved Oswestry 
Leisure Centre, as does Aaron, and we would 
often have a drink or something to eat in the 
cafe. 

“It is a great way to meet other parents. 
Aaron has swimming lessons one day a week 
and then we rush to our home village, Peny- 
bont for an evening activity. 

“Without the cafe where he can have a hot 
drink and something to eat, I don’t know 
how we can keep the two activities going.” 

The Facebook page - entitled Save Oswes¬ 
try Leisure Centre Cafe - now has 682 mem¬ 
bers with people saying without a cafe Oswald 
Park would not attract so many visitors. 

A petition is also being raised which has 
already attracted 930 signatures. 

Writing on Facebook Anne Griffiths said, 
“I would like to thank everyone who has 
signed the petition. I do hope the council will 
reconsider opening a new one. The staff are 
really friendly and work hard to give cus¬ 
tomers what they want.”

Villagers claim

Villagers and councillors joined forces to 
campaign for a pedestrian crossing across 
the B5069, just yards from the railway sta¬ 
tion.

“The people of this village need this cross¬ 
ing, young and old and also people with dis¬ 
abilities from the Derwen college. 

“People say they take their lives in the 
hands trying to get over this road. 

“I understand it will cost around £20,000 
for a crossing, that seems little enough to 
ask for the people of Gobowen.” 

Natasha Hughes, who uses a wheelchair, 
said: “I have to cross the road to get to the 
Post Office and it is really scary, I can sit on 
the pavement for ages waiting for it to be 
safe. 

“If traffic does have to stop for me I can 
get all kinds of verbal abuse. 

“Even today, one car stopped to let me 
cross but another behind simply overtook it, 
it is so dangerous.” 

Darren Merrill, for Shropshire Council, 
said the scheme is due for consideration.

ignoring 
census 
may lead 
to cuts 

OSWESTRY COULD lose 
out on vital funding if its res¬ 
idents do not fill in their cen¬ 
sus forms, one of Britain’s 
2011 census bosses has said. 

A drop-in session is to be 
organised by Oswestry 
Town Council this month to 
help people fill out their 
forms, while Oswestry 
Library is organising a fam¬ 
ily history day to publicise 
the census on March 11. 

A date for the drop-in day 
has not been confirmed but 
it is likely to take place in the 
Guildhall. 

Alistair Bates, the 2011 
area census manager, said 
people were being asked to 
fill in their form, or complete 
it online. 

“People need to take part 
so that services and facilities 
that are needed in the 
Oswestry area can be identi¬ 
fied,” he said. 

“These include schools 
hospitals and emergency 
services. ” 

Mr Bates said in the last 
census 97 per cent of people 
filled out forms. But he said 
that meant three per cent, or 
in Shropshire just under 
10,000 people, did not. 

“The effect this has can be 
seen for example on Shrop¬ 
shire Fire and Service which 
received £17 per head of pop¬ 
ulation. If just 1,000 people 
do not fill in their forms, 
that will mean a loss to the 
fire service of £17,000, or 
two retained firefighters. 

“Census information 
helped when planning ser¬ 
vices such as the Eastern 
Oswestry Community Cen¬ 
tre.” 

Census staff will contact 
people who have not com¬ 
pleted their forms by April 6 
and offer help.

Philip Breakwell, prose¬ 
cuting, said two officers on 
mobile patrol pulled the 
defendant’s Honda Civic 
over at about 11.30pm on 
August 13 last year after 
spotting a broken headlight.

Lowri's got a passion 
for all things Welsh 




As a child, Lowri Roberts thought in 
Welsh. To be honest, she still does. To 
this day, the Oswestry businesswoman 
often finds herself mixing the order of 
sentences, because she’s thinking in 
Welsh and talking in English. 

“I was bought up in Welsh and that 
helps to define my identity. Our home 
was a 600-acre farm at Penybontfawr, 
near Oswestry, and I was brought up 
speaking in Welsh. That’s the lan¬ 
guage in which I thought. There are big 
differences between the English and 
Welsh languages. The order of words is 
different when you’re speaking Eng¬ 
lish, I often find myself jumbling up 
words and putting things in the wrong 
order.” 

Lowri’s father Hywel and grandfa¬ 
ther Harry farmed sheep and beef and 
provided their offspring with an idyllic 
childhood environment. “We had a 
mountain in the garden,” says Lowri. 
“While the other kids were off to play 
on the swings in the local park, we’d be 
off up the mountain. It was a very 
beautiful place in which to grow up.” 

Lowri’s first taste of English came at 
the age of five when she went to pri¬ 
mary school in Penybontfawr. Soon 
after, she attended Llanfyllin Sec¬ 
ondary School, where her passion for 
Welsh was nurtured. 

“Welsh is my first language,” she 
says . I had to learn English. My 
mother Linda and father all spoke 
Welsh. When I was at secondary school 
I really enjoyed the Welsh department. 
I had a great teacher Eleri Llwyd 
Jones, who was very, very enthusiastic 
about Welsh language and literature.” 

A Welsh degree beckoned at the Uni¬ 
versity of Aberystwyth, where Lowri 
came into contact with others who 
were even more passionate about their 
Welsh identity. “I’d always thought I 
was really Welsh, because of the way 
that I was brought up. But when I went 
to university, I realised that there were 
people who were a lot more Welsh than

me, and that there were parts of the 
country that were also more Welsh.” 

During university, Lowri had to 
decide between becoming a teacher or a 
translator and opted for the latter. 
“The language has always been my pas¬ 
sion.” 

Lowri’s return to Oswestry led to her 
greater involvement in the local Young 
Farmers’ Club, at Dyffryn Tanat, 
where she became club secretary, 
chairman and held other positions of 
responsibility. She was also offered a 
post working for the Welsh Assembly 
Government in Wrexham, as a Welsh 
language officer. 

“Eventually, I decided to go it alone,” 
she says. “In 2006 I formed my own 
business, Trosi Tanat Translation and 
it’s just grown and grown. Since 2007 
I’ve been working at the Wrexham 
Hospital as their translator.” 

Lowri’s Oswestry roots, however, 
remain vitally important to her and she 
lives in a old railwayman’s cottage in 
the centre of town. “It was while I was 
walking through Oswestry that I had 
my latest idea,” she says. “I got my dog, 
Cadi, in 2009 and I was taking her for a 
walk one day, about a year after, when 
I noticed the Polish food shop in Oswes¬ 
try. It seemed to be doing quite well and 
something just clicked. I thought ‘If 
that can do well here, then so would a

Welsh shop’.” Lowri and her mother 
decided to launch Siop Cwlwm. “I think 
we had the idea in March last year and 
it opened at the end of July. We thought 
we’d just give it a go until December, to 
see how it went, but it was a terrific 
success. 

“We have lots of Welsh authors and 
craftspeople dropping in, or supplying 
us with goods. Our customers are 50:50 
Welsh/English.” 

Siop Cwlwm is not, however, about 
alienating English customers in 
Oswestry. “We want to have a nice shop 
that people visit, that just happens to 
be Welsh. It’s for everybody. A lot of 
non-Welsh people come in and love the 
quality of the items we sell. My sister 
produces stock for the shop, her name 
is Anwen and she’s a graphic designer. 
My brother, Alwyn, designs computer 
games, but he also takes an interest in 
what we’re doing. 

“Most of the things we sell are quite 
local, we have a local jeweller, a crafts¬ 
man who works in Welsh blue slates 
and others.”

Way back in 2004 Allyson 
Pollock suggested that the 
NHS “was dissolving in 
front of our eyes”, and the 
introduction of this govern¬ 
ment’s Health Act will 
regrettably prove her right, 
and the privatisation of our 
much admired NHS will 
become a reality before we 
notice the difference. 

The Northern Rock fiasco 
drew attention to the issue 
of personal debt. But what 
the public did not realise was 
that during the Blair term of 
office the Treasury was busy 
building up its own debt 
mountain, fuelled by PFI, 
and the heavy pressure 
placed on trusts to embrace 
it. 

Many trusts which fell for 
PFI eventually found that 
much of their income went 
on debt chEirges, the benefi¬ 
ciaries being the banks, 
their shareholders and the 
venture capitalists, and not 
the patient. 

This is being repeated up 
and down the land. Hospi¬ 
tals are closing, old people 
are being evicted from their 
community hospitals, and 
people can’t get the essential 
services they need. Physio, 
speech therapy, nursing, 
mental health, palliative 
care, support for learning 
difficulties - eJI these ser¬ 
vices Eire being decimated. 

But the real story under¬ 
pinning these cuts is this 
government’s desire to pri¬ 
vatise and hand the NHS 
over to lEirge corporations. 

We do not hear the story of 
how public money is being 
squandered, lining the pock¬ 
ets of a new generation of 
entrepreneurs intent on 
entering a huge multi billion 
pound industry previously 
called the NHS. 

To bring in more private 
providers will only see the 
NHS become more frag¬ 
mented and will not be the 
coherent state organisation 
that I believe the vast major¬ 
ity of people expect. 

Karen Jennings of Unison 
has labelled Lansley’s Bill as 
“The Titanic HeEdth Bill”. 

Whilst I appreciate her 
rhetoric, I expect much more 
from a union which faces the 
prospect of mass unemploy¬ 
ment Eimongst their mem¬ 
bership, dodgy changes to 
heEilth workers contracts of 
employment, and wholesale 
domination from private 
heEilth orgEmisations whose 
primary function is to mEike 
a profit. Watch this space!

Driver admits causing

A 21-YEAR-OLD 
Shropshire man has 
admitted causing the 
death by careless dri¬ 
ving of a passenger in 
his car. 

Scott Muir, of Old Chirk 
Road, Gobowen, appeared at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court to 
admit causing the death of 
18-year-old Grant McCul¬ 
loch by careless driving on 
October 24, 2009. 

The court heard Muir was 
driving a blue Peugeot 306 
on the B5069 Gobowen Road 
in Oswestry when he lost 
control of the car in which 
Mr McCulloch was a passen¬ 
ger. 

Serious 

Judge Robin Onions 
adjourned the case for a pre¬ 
sentence report until tomor¬ 
row and Muir was granted 
conditional bail. 

Muir had been due to 
stand trial after originally 
denying the more serious 
charge of causing death by 
dangerous driving. 

But on Tuesday Muir 
entered a guilty plea to the 
lesser charge of causing 
death by careless driving, 
which was accepted by the 
judge. 

Muir was ordered to remain at his 
home address until Friday and co-oper¬ 
ate with the probation service in 
preparing the pre-sentence report. 

The judge said at the hearing: 
“When there is a risk of somebody los¬ 
ing their liberty the law requires me to 
order a pre-sentence report. I think the

Packed meeting hears of 
school shake-up plans 


PARENTS, STUDENTS, 
teachers and councillors 
packed a Welshpool public 
meeting to discuss a shake- 
up of secondary and sixth 
form education. 

Around 100 people attended the first 
consultation meeting at Welshpool 
High School, which saw a strong show 
of support for the school. 

The meeting heard how a post-16 
education hub would be created at 
either Welshpool High School or Llan- 
fyllin High School to provide A-Level 
courses. 

Jim Toal, Welshpool High School 
headteacher, argued: “I am fighting for 
the wonderful learners at Welshpool. 
We are one of the biggest towns, most 
heavily populated, surely the hub 
should be where the demand and popu¬ 
lation is?” 

County and town councillor, Ann 
Holloway, who used to teach at the 
school, added: “The pupils are so happy

here, so why change it? A happy child 
is a child happy to learn, I can’t under¬ 
stand why you want to change it.” 

Sue Phillips, a parent at the school, 
said: “Sixth formers are such wonder¬ 
ful role models for the younger chil¬ 
dren and I think it would be a great 
shame to lose them at either school.” 

Welsh medium education was also 
discussed at the meeting and some 
schools will lose the provision. 

Controversial 

Powys County Council will be hold¬ 
ing meetings at all 13 secondary 
schools and Coleg Powys campuses 
across the county up until May. 

Controversial plans to radically 
transform secondary education in 
Powys, which could result in the clo¬ 
sure of sixth forms, have already been 
approved by councillors though a deci¬ 
sion has not yet been made on exactly 
what will be affected by the changes. 


Management could also be stream¬ 
lined and schools merged after the 
council’s ruling board backed the big 
shake-up earlier this year. 

Last year an in-depth report outlin¬ 
ing the challenges facing the secondary 
and post 16 education sector was pub¬ 
lished as part of the councils’ school 
modernisation initiative, which pro¬ 
posed possible options. 

Board member for schools, Council¬ 
lor David Jones said: “The authority, 
schools and the college are facing seri¬ 
ous challenges. 

“We are putting forward proposals 
that focus on three elements - educa¬ 
tion for 11-16 year olds, Welsh medium 
education and post-16 education. 

“The future of our secondary and 
post-16 education is of vital impor¬ 
tance and we urge parents, pupils, gov¬ 
ernors and the public across the county 
to get involved and have their say.”

Victims of 
flooding to 
finally be 
given help

HELP IS on the way for Welsh¬ 
pool’s long suffering flood victims 
thanks to a £650,000 defence 
scheme. 

Homes alongside the Lledan Brook 
were badly hit by flooding in 1931, 
1968, 2000 and 2007 but now action is 
to be taken to prevent future damage. 

Plans for the scheme were unveiled 
at a public meeting in Welshpool Town 
Hall on Tuesday night when it was 
announced that work would start later 
this year. 

Plans for the scheme will see “trash 
screens” fitted in Lledan Brook which 
runs through the centre of town and 
towpath levels raised along the Mont¬ 
gomery Canal in three locations.

The scheme, funded by Powys County 
Council, the Welsh Assembly and the 
EU, is currently being designed by 
Powys County Council engineers and is 
expected to be installed this summer. 

Officers from Environment Agency 
Wales Campaign were on hand to 
advise local people about the risk to 
their properties. 

Flood risk 

Robert Gilman, senior engineer with 
Powys County Council, said: “The cen¬ 
tre of Welshpool has suffered from 
flooding in 1931, 1968, 2000 and 2007 
with detailed computer modelling indi¬ 
cating that 148 properties are at risk 
during a one in 100 year event. 

“The main source of flooding is the 
Lledan Brook which runs through the 
town and is culverted for much of its 
length. 


“The culverts are vulnerable to 
blockage by floating debris which can 
lead to flooding in the centre of Welsh¬ 
pool. 

“High flows in the Lledan Brook also 
cause floodwater to overspill into the 
Montgomery canal, which then causes 
flooding to properties to the east of the 
canal. 

“Powys County Council is currently 
progressing the detailed design of the 
scheme.” 

The works will involve constructing 
steel grilles or trash screens at the 
entrance to culverts and the construc¬ 
tion of flood defences at locations along 
the brook. 

“Work will also be undertaken on the 
Montgomery Canal in consultation 
with British Waterways to reduce the 
risk of flooding to properties to the east 
of the canal. ”

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Taxi chief calling for 
pothole compensation

A WELSHPOOL TAXI 
company is calling for 
compensation for 
vehicle damage and 
loss of income caused 
by work on the town’s 
controversial new 

one-way system. 

Steve Wright, of Wright 
Taxis, claims to be losing 
more than £100 per week 
and has had three vehicles 
off the road for repair to 
damage he says has been 
caused by potholes and 
unmarked ramps. 

He has gone directly to 
McBurney Civils, the com¬ 
pany contracted to install 
the new one-way road sys¬ 
tem, calling for compensa¬ 
tion - claiming the situation 
has been chaotic and caused 
long-term damage to his 
business. 

Wright Taxis operate a 
fleet of eight vehicles and 
has established the town’s 
first taxi rank in the Spar 
Car Park which has been 
split in two by the new road 
system. 

“Three of the vehicles 
have been off the road at 
some stage because of dam¬ 
age,” said Mr Wright. 

“There have been pot¬ 
holes everywhere and the 
contractors have been 
putting in unmarked ramps 
all over the town. 

“There should have been 
clear signs warning 
motorists about the ramps 
but they weren’t in place 
and I have had damage to 
tyres, wheels and suspen¬ 
sion arms on three vehicles.

Breeze 


“I had to replace a tyre that 
was only three weeks old and 
have ruined an alloy wheel 
yet no-one seems concerned. 

“The delays have meant I 
have missed getting to fares 
on time, have had to cancel 
others and have had to put on 
an extra driver simply to 
keep up. I have no idea how 
much business I have lost but 
I know that takings are down 
by between £60 and £110 per 
day since the work started. 

“This is money I can’t 
replace and with fuel costs 
going up on a daily basis I 
simply can’t carry on losing 
money in this way.” 

Abandoning 

Mr Wright said roads have 
been closing without warning 
to allow for re-surfacing dur¬ 
ing peak hours and he even 
went as far as abandoning his 
car on Union Street when 
denied access by workmen. 

“The bottom of Jehu Road 
was closed with its access to 
Union Street. There were no 
signs to warn drivers and I 
simply had had enough,” he 
added. 

But Mr Wright recognises 
that things are improving 
and believes the new road 
system will work except dur¬ 
ing the summer, when he 
fears the town will come to a 
standstill. 

No-one was available from 
McBurney to comment but 
Mr Wright has now been 
instructed to contact the 
company’s insurers.

ing. It costs him around £40 to fill up 
his car in Spain, but over here it’s 
nearer £100.

“You have to be discreet, keep every¬ 
thing to yourself,” he says. “You often 
see things you ought not to have.” 

Middleton Road is an evolving beast.

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Businessman died 
during hospital op

A WEST MIDLANDS businessman died during 
an operation as part of a clinical trial at 
Oswestry’s Orthopaedic Hospital, an inquest 
has heard. 

Father-of-three Luigi Belcuore, known as 
Louis, was undergoing day surgery overseen by 
surgeon Professor James Richardson. 


Mr Belcuore, 43, from 
Morton Bagot near Studley, 
Redditch, died during the 
knee operation on October 
20, 2009, the inquest heard. 

Shropshire coroner Mr 
John Ellery said Mr Bel¬ 
cuore’s death was most 
likely caused by an air 
embolism - a condition 
caused by gas bubbles in the 
vessels and tissues that 
carry blood. 

The inquest was told com¬ 
pressed air was used to dry 
the knee surface and Mr 
Ellery said it was believed it 
was at this stage of the pro¬ 
cedure when Mr Belcuore 
suffered the air embolism. 

Needle 

Professor Richardson told 
the inquest he did not con¬ 
sider there was any risk to 
the patient. 

Susan Pearce, territory co¬ 
ordinator for Johnson & 
Johnson healthcare products, 
said the company’s Quixil 
product - used to prevent 
bleeding by creating a seal - 
should have a flexible tip. 

But for Mr Belcuore’s 
operation the flexible tip 
was replaced with a needle. 

Mrs Pearce said: “There 
are two ways of applying a 
seal to prevent bleeding. The 
use of a needle to apply com¬ 
pressed air alone is outside 
the use of the product.” 

But Professor Richardson 


by Oswestry

said he used the needle for a 
number of reasons. 

He said: “I wanted to be 
able to keep my instruments 
from interfering with each 
other. Because the tip is so 
flexible you cannot control it 
as well. 

“The needle is probably the 
most common device used by 
a physician and by using the 
needle I did not need to make 
another incision. 

“I did not consider there 
was a risk to Mr Belcuore 
because I was not using the 
air under pressure. I was 
using the flow of air to sim¬ 
ply pass across the knee.” 

But Paul Sutton, 
orthopaedic surgeon and knee 
specialist at the Northern 
General Hospital, in Sheffield, 
said Professor Richardson 
should have informed officials 
of his modifications. 

He said: “I believe on bal¬ 
ance his modifications were 
such that he should have 
taken it to the Medical 
Device Committee at his 
Trust. I would expect one of 
our surgeons to do that.” 

Professor Richardson told 
the inquest he explained 
entirely to the Trust how he 
used the Quixil product. 

The hearing continues.

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MP hands 
threatened 
school link 
plan lifeline 

CAMPAIGNERS FIGHT¬ 
ING to save a primary school 
threatened with closure have 
been urged to consider links 
with a neighbouring school. 

A lifeline for Maesbury Pri¬ 
mary School was suggested at 
a meeting at the school 
attended by North Shrop¬ 
shire MP Owen Paterson. 

Mr Paterson said he 
believed the idea of forming a 
“hard federation” with nearby 
Morda Primary School would 
be one of the school’s best 
chances of surviving. 

Under the arrangement, 
the two schools would con¬ 
tinue to be run separately 
with their own budgets but 
would share a single govern¬ 
ing body. It would also allow 
the schools to share 
resources such as teachers if 
they chose to do so. 

Consultation 

It differs from a “soft fed¬ 
eration,” which sees the 
schools keep their own gov¬ 
erning bodies. 

Mr Paterson is calling for 
a meeting between the heads 
and governors of both the 
primary schools and a senior 
council official to discuss the 
suggestion. And he is also 
urging the Maesbury com¬ 
munity to attend the public 
consultation meeting at the 
school on March 17. 

Mr Paterson said: “The 
hard federation option with 
Morda Primary School is 
within the consultation doc¬ 
uments and I would urge 
people to look seriously at 
Councillor Barrow’s sugges¬ 
tion to look at that route. 

“This is not a black and 
white decision, whether to 
close or not to close. 

“The alternative of feder¬ 
ating is one that should be 
given serious consideration 
by those at both schools.”

Villagers will 
not be left in 
dark on school 


COUNCIL CHIEFS have hit back at 
claims school staff and parents have 
been left in the dark over a massive re¬ 
organisation of education in the county 
by claiming: We have never consulted 
so much. 

St Martins parish council chairman Ali¬ 
son Baseley had claimed the village was fac¬ 
ing one of the biggest decisions in its recent 
history without enough information or 
proper consultation. 

She called for an urgent public meeting 
with council officials to get answers to a 
series of questions over proposals to create 
an ‘all through’ school in the village. 

But council officials say they have already 
consulted ‘on an unprecedented scale’ and 
plan further meetings over the next few 
weeks to gather more views. 

Detail 

Shropshire Council wants to see the new 
all through complex on the site of Rhyn 
Park secondary school, closing Ifton Heath 
Primary School. 

But Councillor Baseley says villagers 
know little of the detail of the proposed 
school. 

She said: “It could be completely the 
wrong thing for St Martins or it could be a 
lifesaver for the village - we simply do not 
know.” 

St Martins Parish Council was due to 
meet tonight to discuss the matter. 

Councillor Baseley said: “I would like to 
be able to take details of the proposals to the 
meeting - but there are none.” 

She said there were no drawings for the 
new school and no details of how it would 
operate - from staffing through to who 
would govern it. 

She said: “Where is the money coming 
from? They are promising this super school

but if we merge, and we are being told the 
merger is proposed because it is to the edu¬ 
cational benefit, where is the money coming 
from? We need some straight answers.” 

David Taylor, director of people’s services 
said: “Consultation on the schools’ propos¬ 
als will last for six term-time weeks, in 
accordance with Government guidelines. 

“As part of this a consultation meeting 
was held at Ifton Heath Primary School on 
March 2. Further meetings will take place at 
Ifton Heath school on 21 March and Rhyn 
Park school on 30 March. 

“However these meetings are not the only 
way people can get involved. 

“We would urge people to also email edu- 
cationforshropshire@shropshire.gov.uk, 
visit our website at 

www.shropshire.gov.uk/educationforshrop- 
shire or call 0345 678 9008. 

“This six-week consultation builds on 
consultation which has already taken place 
on an unprecedented scale. 

“This has included public meetings and 
local area meetings at which chairs of gover¬ 
nors, headteachers, diocesan directors of 
education and elected members have been 
provided with data to look further at the 
challenges in each area and possible solu¬ 
tions. 

“Schools were given the opportunity to 
check the data and when asked to provide 
more or different data this has been 
obtained. We are also refreshing this infor¬ 
mation as new figures become available. 

“We need to address the issues our schools 
are facing but at this stage, no decisions 
have been made. 

“We want to listen to people’s views about 
these proposals and are keen to hear some 
alternative and viable long term solutions.” 


Council 
own up 
to letter 
blunder

Arts College, both in St Mar¬ 
tins, received letters from 
the council about the possi¬ 
ble merger. 

But one line of the letter 
read: “If Ifton Heath Pri¬ 
mary School were to close, 
the staff would be declared 
redundant.” 

Mistake 

David Taylor, the coun¬ 
cil’s corporate director for 
people, said people had 
receieved the letter by mis¬ 
take. 

He said: “We have apolo¬ 
gised to the schools as they 
received the wrong letter.” 

He added that plans for 
the two schools had been 
drafted. 

He said: “Combining the 
schools would allow pupils 
from the Ifton Heath area to 
move through both the pri¬ 
mary and secondary stages 
without any transitions, 
which has been shown to 
improve progress. 

“If the proposal was 
agreed, the existing Ifton 
Heath and Rhyn Park pupils 
would transfer to the all- 
through school meaning 
there would be no less of a 
need for teachers and sup¬ 
port staff.”

It’s quite simple for Val 
Hanover - her tireless work 
with the Special Olympics 
movement has given her a 
family. And an extended 
one at that which enriches 
every day of her life. 

It’s not noteworthy. It’s not 
remarkable. But for the thousands 
of people she has helped there is 
nothing simple about this woman. In 
fact for them she is a heroine of epic 
credentials. 

But trying to get Val to admit that 
she is a hero of any kind is hard 
work. I know, I have tried. She does¬ 
n’t see it in those terms. For her it’s 
not about what she has given over 
the years but what she has gained. In 
fact she believes all the gain has been 
on her part. 

Then again it is this viewpoint 
which makes her just so darn good at 
what she does. 

It all began when she started 
working with people with learning 
disabilities in 1964. 

That progressed to Val organising 
Special Olympics for thousands of 
people with learning difficulties 
throughout north Shropshire since 



1978, which all adds up to more 
than 45 years of dedicated service. 

Not only has she been responsible 
for encouraging people to take up 
sport and to support them in repre¬ 
senting county and country at end¬ 
less competitions, Val is also a 
staunch fundraiser. 

And it’s not as if she herself has 
not had recognition at the highest 
level. A former Shropshire Star 
Woman of the Year finalist she was 
handed one of the highest accolades 
possible when she was named as the 
BBC Sports Personality Awards 
Unsung Hero in 2006. 

Glistening 

In typically modest fashion Val 
maintains this was great news, but 
only because it raised the profile of 
the work being done in the area with 
the potential to attract extra fund¬ 
ing. 

Sitting at her home in Oswestry 
she looks almost embarrassed to 
discuss that this would be about 
recognition for her as an individual. 

Her name may be on that glisten¬ 
ing trophy but Val is a woman who 
always has her eye on the bigger pic¬ 
ture. 

“I have enjoyed every minute of 
it,” said Val. “Every single minute. 
And I have been very lucky to be 
involved in the Special Olympics 
movement for as long as I have. I 
have gained so much. They are my 
family and they have made a 
tremendous difference to my life. A 
genuine family of people I care 
about and who care about me. That 
is something that I will always have 
and be grateful for. 

“It is a privilege to work with all 
the people I get to work with and to 
watch them develop and to not only 
enjoy sport, which is essentially

what it is all about, but to end up 
pushing forward to compete at pres¬ 
tigious competitions. They put so 
much into it and make such a com¬ 
mitment. The least we can do is try 
and support that. 

“We have three Shropshire ath¬ 
letes now preparing for the World 
Games in the summer and I am hop¬ 
ing people will get behind them and 
help them to get there.” 

Gwilliam Jones, Briony Jones and 
Darren Roberts, of Oswestry, have 
been chosen to be part of the Great 
Britain Special Olympics team for 
the 2011 World Games. 

But to take part they have to raise 
£2,000 each for the travel and 
accommodation costs. All three are 
members of the North Shropshire 
Special Olympics, the only club from 
across the country to have three 
members in the GB squad. 

Briony and Darren are members 
of the badminton team while 
Gwilliam is in the table tennis team. 

Miss Hanover said the club was 
now working to raise money to send 
them there. She added: “We would 


really welcome help from the com¬ 
munity and from local businesses.” 

The three are now training at 
Oswestry’s Leisure Centre on Mon¬ 
days and Wednesdays. 

It is typical of Val that no matter 
how many attempts are made to 
steer the interview towards her she 
directs it right back to boasting 
about her “surrogate” family’s 
achievements and taking every 
opportunity to attract help for their 
cause. And frankly the best cham¬ 
pion they could ever hope for 
deserves this chance for a blatant 
plug.

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Town care home to 
create 50 new jobs 


A NEW £8.9 million care home in Oswestry is set to 
create 50 new jobs, according to bosses. 

Coverage Care is seeking planning permission to build a 
new 88 bed care home with nursing facilities on Shrewsbury 
Road in Oswestry. 

If successful, the new home will be ready to welcome res¬ 
idents in summer 2013 and will create 50 jobs and employ 
over 100 full and part time staff. 

Chief Executive of Coverage Care David Coull said: “The 
increasing proportion of older people living in the Oswestry 
area is putting pressure on places in existing care homes, 
including Fairholme which 
we operate on behalf of 
Shropshire Council. 

“Having studied the 
options, the preferred solu¬ 
tion is to build a new home 
on a vacant site located on 
Shrewsbury Road in Oswes¬ 
try. 

“This will allow us to offer 
a range of care services in a 
modern environment under 
one roof but still within easy 
reach of the town centre,” 
added Mr Coull. 

Designed 

The proposed new home 
will have 88 large en-suite 
bedrooms. The home will 
have two wings, with 22 bed¬ 
rooms on two floors, each 
with its own lounge and din¬ 
ing area. Residents will 
share communal rooms and 
a private garden area to the 
rear of the building. 

The building is designed 
with a domestic ambience, 
having a variety of pitched 
roof heights and gable ends 
to look attractive in its own 
right and to blend in with 
the surrounding area. 

Access to the site will be 
from Shrewsbury Road, 
with private parking for 
staff and visitors.

WE all know that cats are fascinating animals, but some¬ 
times they develop habits which can be difficult to under¬ 
stand and even awkward to put up with. 

And yet the clues to their behaviour so often lie in their nat¬ 
ural activities in the wild, and we just have to get used to under¬ 
standing cats as cats rather than assuming they live their lives 
merely as cat-shaped humans. 

Take, for example, the tendency some cats have to steal 
things. From time to time I will hear of a pet cat that is really 
starting to annoy or embarrass its owner because it has been 
repeatedly returning home with all sorts of objects it has quite 
clearly stolen from someone’s house, and started to cache them 
under the bed. Reported objects often include gloves, socks and 
items of underwear, but can include all manner of items pinched 
from a neighbour’s home or garden. 

Often cats do this quite secretively, hiding their trophies 
away, though sometimes they announce their success with a 
yowl as they return home, and deposit the bootie by the food 
bowl. So what would make a cat ‘steal’ random objects, return 
them to its den and then usually lose all interest in them? This 
is generally believed to be a misdirected form of a very natural 
feline behaviour trait - that of predation. 

Our pet cats are of course highly evolved predators, though 
the degree to which a pet cat hunts is very variable. Their feral 
counterparts depend on hunting for food and an opportunistic 
approach to feeding aids survival - they, after all, are never sure 
where their next meal is coming from. 

Cats have two basic hunting strategies: either they search, 
stalk and pounce, or they sit and wait at a likely site, ambush¬ 
ing when prey appears. Following a successful catch, the cat will 
then eat it immediately, hide it in a safe place for later, or take 
it back to its den, especially if it has young to feed. 

The success of predatory behaviour in adulthood is depen¬ 
dent on skills learned as a kitten, and while most ferals become 
effective hunters, it’s a bit more hit and miss for pet cats. And 
yet the instinct to hunt is still there, so predatory behaviour can 
become directed towards more stationary objects of dubious 
nutritional value. 

Once it has been established that a feline ‘thief is merely 
hunting and caching its inedible trophies, one then has to decide 
what to do about it. While providing opportunities for predatory 
play in the home, or hiding objects of preference in one’s own 
garden can be helpful, there’s always going to be the tricky issue 
of one’s relationship with the neighbours - whether to 
announce you have a collection of their lost property, or to keep 
quiet and perpetuate the mystery of their disappearing smalls!

into a right Carry On... 


OVER the last few days, 
our Salopian weather has 
not exactly been balmy, 
but when the sun breaks 
through the clouds or 
lights up a crisp, frost-laid 
field in early morn, 
warmer days do not seem 
as far off as they did a 
month or so ago. 

Yesterday, as I went for a walk 
in the woods, my thoughts were 
with the robins and the black¬ 
birds and the sounds of spring 
breaking in the air above and all 
around. 

However, as I blundered along 
in my happy state of mind, I 
vaulted a stile and found, to my 
shock and dismay, at the base of 
a hedgerow, an abhorrent vul¬ 
garity. 

An amorphophallus to be pre¬ 
cise. 

To add to its strange name, 
the amorphophallus is also a 
strange thing. It is a plant and it 
belongs to the ‘arum’ family. 

Arum lilies are very popular in 
our vases and plant pots at 
home, but in the rainforests of 
the tropics, there lies several 
giant varieties, which beggar 
belief. 

Apart from being very large, 
they are also, as the latter part 
of their name suggests, rather 
snigger-worthy. 

Our dainty variety is known 
in a concealing manner, as ‘lords 
and ladies’ - but it also has a less 
polite title which happens to be 
my personal favourite of all com¬ 
mon plant names: the willy lily. 

However, snigger as you may, 


there is more to the willy lily 
than a script for a Carry On film. 

The plant is really quite 
remarkable. 

Its famously large purple 
‘spadix’ is the part of the organ¬ 
ism that allows it to cheat its 
way through life, producing, as 
it does, a scent mimicking death 
and decay. 

The cloak or ‘spathe’ protects 
the spadix and creates an 
enclosed hollow at the base of 
the spike. 

Half way down the spadix, 
downward facing hairs erupt 
from the stem, allowing the flies 
that are attracted to the smell to 
pass down but not up. At the 
bottom of the hollow are the 
female flowers. 

‘I’ll leave it to your 
good judgement...’ 

To earn their release, the flies 
must pollinate the female flow¬ 
ers by moving between them 
and the male ones higher up. 

This complete, the hairs 
wither and the flies are free to 
repeat their mistake somewhere 
else. 

Later in the summer, with the 
spadix gone and the spathe 
wasted away, the female flowers 
will reveal themselves as clus¬ 
ters of orange and red berries 
atop a green stalk, leading any¬ 
one, who does not read this, to 
wonder how they got there. 

If they ask, I’ll leave it to your 
good judgement whether you 
opt to give them the dignified 
reasoning of the ‘lord and ladies’ 
scenario or choose the ‘ Carry 
On’ up the ‘willy lily’ route!

NISSAN’S POSITION as 
the pioneer of crossovers 
has been strengthened by 
the arrival of the new Juke. 

Part SUV, part sports car, Juke 
breathes new life into the tradi¬ 
tionally conservative B-segment of 
the market, providing buyers with 
a funky alternative to the conven¬ 
tional urban hatchback. 

For many years buyers in this 
sector have had a pretty conserva¬ 
tive range to choose from. Now the 
Juke crossover offers something 
innovative and exciting for the 
same price as a bland five-door 
hatchback. 

The Juke is a strikingly-styled 
crossover with a well-equipped 
interior and fun handling and its 
well-priced, too. 

Juke follows in the wheeltracks 
of the Murano large crossover and 
the Qashqai- the pioneering alter¬ 
native to the traditional C-seg- 
ment hatchback. 

Shunning conventional design 
in favour of more creative think¬ 
ing, the ground-breaking compact 
is a distinctive combination of SUV 
toughness and sporting style con¬ 
ceived to inject some masculinity 
into the small car market. 

The five-door Juke combines a 
number of apparent contradictions 
to create something genuinely 
unique: A roomy yet compact, 
robust yet dynamic and practical 
yet playful supermini alternative. 

From a design standpoint, the 
lower portion of Juke is pure SUV, 
with chunky wheels, wide tyres, 
extended ground clearance and a 
robust stance. 

But the top portion is unadulter¬ 
ated sports car, with a high waist¬

line, slim visor-like side glass 
graphics and a coupe-style falling 
roofline. The coupe effect is fur¬ 
ther underlined by rear doors 
which have their handles hidden in 
the frame of the door. 

Inside, the sports car theme con¬ 
tinues with a driver-focused cabin 
dominated by a motorcycle fuel 
tank-inspired centre console 
design. Finished in a distinctive 
high gloss colour, the “bike” con¬ 
sole adds a sense of fun to the car. 

Practicality is assured by the 
rear-opening hatch and versatile 
luggage area with hidden storage 
opportunities. 

Nissan has targeted the super¬ 
mini market where Fiesta, Corsa 
and Polo buyers along with the 
premium stars like Mini, Alfa 
MiTo and Citroen DS3 have been 
leading the field. 

The line-up is simple with Nis¬ 
san’s trademark Visia, Acenta and 
Tekna with a choice of two petrol 
and one diesel engine. Standard 
spec will be a good selling point 
with the entry model equipped 
with air conditioning, electronic 
anti skid device and all round elec¬ 
tric windows. 


Nissan thinks the 1.6 litre petrol 
Acenta at £14,145 will be the best 
seller but I was more than a little 
impressed with the 1.51itre diesel. 
The lively engine is well suited to 
the car’s size but as with all diesels 
there’s a premium to pay on price 
- in this case £1,350, but you 
would soon get that back in fuel 
cost savings with 55.4 miles for a 
gallon of fuel. 

Despite the Juke’s tall stance, it 
has a go-kart like character that’s 
guaranteed to put a smile on your 
face. Stiff suspension keeps body 
movement firmly in check, while 
the steering is eager and commu¬ 
nicative. 

The price for such a taut feel is a 
hard ride, but it stops short of 
being uncomfortable. 

Remote central is standard on 
every Juke, as is a long list of 
safety equipment, including ESP, 
six airbags and anti-lock brakes 
with EBD and Brake Assist. 

In addition, the range-topping 
all-wheel drive model also has lat¬ 
eral torque-vectoring (varying the 
amount of power from side to side) 
to make the car more stable and 
reduce understeer when corner¬

ing. There’s plenty of space up 
front, but the Juke’s sloping 
roofline means rear seat passen¬ 
gers will feel cramped and the rear 
door openings are narrow. The 
boot is quite small, too, although 
there’s a useful storage well under 
the floor and the rear seats fold 
flat. 

Even entry-level Visia trim has 
alloy wheels, air-conditioning and 
electric windows. You can person¬ 
alise the car or to step up to Acenta 
and get climate control, Bluetooth, 
an iPod connection and Nissan’s 
Dynamic Control System, which 
lets you alter the steering and 
accelerator settings to be sporty or 
eco-friendly. 

Top Tekna models get leather 
trim, sat-nav, a reversing camera 
and a keyless system, but they’re 
rather expensive. 

Male customers are expected to 


be predominant and the Juke will 
attract a younger audience than 
average Nissan customers, around 
half will be below 40. 

Sales of Juke will come largely 
from the B-segment and Nissan is 
also expecting to attract C-seg- 
ment customers, with people trad¬ 
ing down to enjoy something more 
radical and inspirational. 

As with the successful Nissan 
Qashqai, a large majority - as high 
as 80 per cent - of Juke customers 
are expected to be new to the Nis¬ 
san brand. 

Does Juke tick all the boxes? 
Well probably not but if you are 
looking to put fun back into your 
motoring life I suggest you get 
down to the local Nissan dealer¬ 
ship and give this model the once 
over - you will be surprised.
